WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The first
session of the Sixty Fourth Congress
which adjourned today was concern-
ed chiefly with national defenses.

When the gavel fell Congress had|
directed reorganization and reequip-|
ment of the Army and Navy for de-
fense of the country at the unprece-
dented cost of $655,000,000 with author-
izations that will increase the total
in three years to nearly $800,000,000.
With all other expenditures, appro-
priationsw ere brought to the grand
total of $1,637,683,682, the greatest ag-
gregate in the country's history and
exceeding that for the last fiscal year
by more than half a billion dollars.

Expenditures necessilated by pre-
paredness and the calling into action
of military forces to meet the Mexican
emergency demanded revenue leglBla-
tion in the closing days of the session.
Congresa responded by doubling the
normal tax on incomes, creating an is-
heritance tax, munitions tax and mis-
cellaneous excise taxes to raise $205,-
000,000 and by directing sale of $130,-
000,000 Panama Caral bonds.

Congress established a tariff com-
mission; a government shipping board
to rehabilitate the American merchant
marine; a workman's Compensation
Commission to administer a new un-
iform compensation law; a Farm Loan
Banking system; a child labor law;
enlarged the system of sal!—governf‘
ment in the Phillippines and enacted
many other important laws which had
been contemplated by the administra-
tion. )
The session was distributed through)
out by frequently recurring threats of
foreign complications from the Euro-
pean war and imminence at one time
of a diplomatic break with Germany;
interference with American mails and
commerce, invasion of American soll
and killing of Americans by Mexican
bandits, and danger of actual war
with Mexico.

Later in the session trouble arose
in the senate over the nomination of
Louls D. Brandeis of Boston to suec-
ceed the lata Justice Lamar as a mem-
ber of the Supreme Court. Weeks of
investigation and deliberation by the
Judiciary committee ended in confir

President Wii-
80n, after futile negotiations with offi-
cials of the raflroads sod rafiroad
brotherhoods, submitted thy contro-
versy to congress, recommay=!Lg leg-
Islation' to avert the strike i3 to pre-
vent such emergency from arising in
the future.

After a week of consideration, dur-
ing /which the president visited the
capital dally, conferring iwth admin-
istration leaders a bill was passed to
establish an eight hour day as a ba-
sis for pay of raflroad workers, the
present rate of pay for ten hours work
not to be reduced, and the men to
recelve pro rata pay for work in ex-
ceas of eight hours, pending an in-
vestigation by a special commission
into the effects of the eight hour day
on railroad revenues,

Most important legislative enact-
ments of the session, exclusive of laws
for national defense include the fol-
lowing:

Government Ship Law—Apprcpriat-
ing $50,000,000 to operate ships in for-
elgn and coastwise trade when unable
to lease them to individuals or private
corporations.

Child Labor Law—Denying Inter
state commerce to products of mines
nnd quarries employing children un-
der 16 years of age and factories, mills
canneries and other establishments
employing children under 14 years of
age.

Rural Credits Law—Establishing a
Farm Loan Board in control cf a sys-
tem of Farm Loan Mortgage Banks.

Workmen's Compensation Law—
Providing uniform sick and accident
henefits for employes of the Federal
government, and benefits to depend-
ents In came of death.

Emergency Revenue Law—Provid-
ing for doubling the normai income
tax on the lowest class; makxing an
additional surtax ranging 2rom one per
cent on that portlon of incomes ex-

ceeding $20,000 to 13 per cent on the
amount of incomes in exceas of $2,000,-
000; levying a graduated tax of one to
ten per cent on inheritances ranging
from $60,000 to $5,000,000; a ten per
cent net profit tax on manufacturers of
maunitions, five per cent net profit tax
on manufacturers of materials enter-
Ing into munitions; a license tax on
actually Invested capital stock of cor-
porations capitalized at more than
$99,000; wine, beer and liquor excise
taxes and miscellaneous stamp taxes.

Good Roads Law—Providing for co-
operative Federal ald to the States
for construction of highways, and ap-
propriating $76,000,000 to be spent in
five years, §

Postal Savings Law—Amendment
increasing the amount which individ-
uals may deposit from $500 to $1,000
with interest and an additional $1,000
.without Interest.

Federal Reserve—Amendments, in-
cluding amendment to the Clayton anti
trust law permitting officers and di-
rectors of member banks to become
officers and directors of not more than
two other non competing banks;
amendments permitting national banks
to establish forelgn branches, liberal-
izing regulations for discounting com-
mercial paper and permitting member
banks in towns of 5,000 or less popu-
lation to act as agents for insurance
companies,

Railroad  Legislation—Creating a
joint sub-committee of Senate and
House Interstate Commerce commit-
tees to Investigate mnecessity *for fur-
ther legislation for rallroads and the
Interstate Commerce Commission ques
tion of government ownership of pub-
lic utilities and comparative worth of
government ownership against govern-
ment regulation.

Tariff: Creatlon of a mon-partisan
Tariff Commission of flive members
to investigate and advise .Congress
on tariff revision; repeal of the free
sugar provision of existing tariff iaw;
amendments increasing duties on dye-
stuffé to encourage manufacturing
dyestuffs in the United States; enact-

ment of an anti-dumping provision
to prevent dumping of foreign made
goods at less than foreign market
prices; authorization for the Presl-
dent to retaliate against foreign na-
tions prohibiting importation of goods
from the United States by laying an
embargo against imports from offend-
ing nations.
